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Doctors told mum there was only very small 
chance of pregnancy after chemotherapy 
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A CANCER survivor who 
gave birth against all the 
odds is celebrating Christ¬ 
mas for the first time with 
her ‘miracle’ baby. 

Kayleigh Gilbert, 31, from 
Mildenhall, thought she had 
cancer again last year after 
feeling nauseous and run 
down, but found that she 
was five-months pregnant. 

The mother, who has two 
daughters, almost didn’t 
have chemotherapy after she 
was diagnosed with cancer 
because she wanted a baby 
boy. 

Kayleigh told the News: 
“When I first went into the 
hospital, my first question 
was ‘will I have anymore 
kids?’ I didn’t care if I was go¬ 
ing to die, or have my hair fall 
out. I wanted to know if it’d 
ruin my chances of having 
future kids. 

“The doctor just looked at 
me. I could tell in his face. 
He said that there was a 1 
per cent, almost a 0 per cent

chance of being able to have 
children again with chemo¬ 
therapy. 

“I told my mum that may¬ 
be I shouldn’t have chemo, 
but she told me, ‘don’t be 
silly, you’ve got two little girls 
at home that need you’. 

“But I wanted another 
baby. I was chuffed with my 
girls, but I had always want¬ 
ed a little boy.” 

Kayleigh was diagnosed 
with acute myeloid leukae¬ 
mia in June, 2014. 

She underwent eight 
months of aggressive chem¬ 
otherapy treatment. 

After recovering, Kayleigh 
started feeling unwell and 
thought she had developed 
cervical cancer. 

She said: “I was baffled at 
what it could be. My boy¬ 
friend told me to take a preg¬ 
nancy test for his peace of 
mind. He had this niggling 
feeling. He said I was tired, 


eating differently, grumpy. So 
I took a pregnancy test and it 
came back positive. 

“But the thing that came 
into my head was that the 
only thing that could make 
this happen is cervical can¬ 
cer. 

“The oncologist got me in 
a couple days later. And we 
were extremely shocked to 
find that there was a baby 
there. 

“It wasn’t a little jellybean - 
it was a fully formed baby. We 
were in shock.” 

Doctors were worried 
about Kayleigh throughout 
the pregnancy, but she gave 
birth comfortably on June 9. 

“The baby popped out 
within five minutes. 

“We didn’t find out what 
we were having until after 
the birth, so to find it was a 
boy was incredible.” 

Six months later, Kayleigh 
can’t wait to spoil her son, 
Eilon, for Christmas. 

“Everything has been 
absolutely fine,” she said. 
“Christmas is very special 
this year. He is definitely go¬ 
ing to be spoilt.”

Injured jockey 
leaves hospital 


NEWMARKET jockey Freddy 
Tylicki, who was left para¬ 
lysed from the waist down 
after a fall, has been released 
from hospital in time for 
Christmas. 

German-born Freddy, 30, 
was involved in a four-horse 
collision at Kempton Park 
Racecourse in October, be¬ 
fore being rushed to a major 
trauma unit in London. 

However, Freddy has now 
been deemed well enough 
to leave hospital and con¬ 
tinue rehabilitation at a spi¬ 
nal centre in Middlesex over 
Christmas. 

Freddy responded to the 
news on Twitter. He said:”I 
have been waiting for this 
day for a long time and it’s 
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finally come. On the road to 
the rehab clinic. #nextchap¬ 
ter #keepfighting. 

A GoFundMe page for 
Freddy raised £330,000 in 
four days - which has since 
been handed over to his 
family. 

Freddy’s surgical team 
confirmed that the jockey 
had suffered a T7 paralysis, 
which means that he only 
has movement in the upper 
part of his body. 

The fundraising campaign 
was set up by At The Races 
TV presenter, Matt Chap¬ 
man, and racing figures 


such as Freddy’s former boss 
Richard Fahey, Sheikh Fa- 
had A1 Thani, Luca Cumani, 
Bill Gredley and Jim Crow¬ 
ley, who was involved in the 
same incident, donated to 
the fund. 

Sky Bet, Coral/Ladbrokes, 
BetVictor and William Hill 
promised a further £10,000 
donation each. 

On the fundraising page, 
Mr Chapman said: “When 
one gets badly hurt, those 
of us who love the game, bet 
on the game and need the 
game have the opportunity 
to come together and say:

MP holds rally 
at rail crossing 


RESIDENTS met up with 
Newmarket’s MP last week 
to raise concerns over the 
impending closure of a rail 
crossing. 

Matthew Hancock said: 
“I’ve heard increasing con¬ 
cerns from constituents 
who use the crossing over 
time, and I wasn’t getting a 
good enough response from 
Network Rail, so I wanted 
to come and see for myself, 
meet people who were di¬ 
rectly affected, and talk to 
Network Rail.” 

Residents met Mr Han¬ 
cock at the Weatherby cross¬ 
ing after route managing 
director of Network Rail, 
Richard Schofield, sent a let¬ 
ter to the MP in November 
about closing the crossing. 

National Rail, which an¬ 
nounced plans to close the 
crossing in May, were invited 
to the meeting but had no- 
one available. 

Mr Hancock said: “I’m dis¬ 
appointed that they chose 
not to come today, so now 
I’m going to see them. 

“The turnout is much big¬ 
ger than I expected and the 
voice of the people is very 
clear, that this is a long- 
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standing and much-used 
crossing and that people feel 
safe using it, so Network Rail 
have got some questions to 
answer. I’m confident that 
the case for closing it is very 
weak.” 

He added: “The first step is 
to talk to Network Rail, take 
the arguments I’ve heard 
about the safety, about the 
impact on amenity of local 
residents, about the eco¬ 
nomic impact and just how 
important it is for people lo¬ 
cally, and then I’ll see what 
they say. 

“And if I need to go to the 
transport ministers, I’ll do 
that. I was with the rail min¬ 
ister yesterday, so if I need to 
escalate it, I’ll escalate it.” 

Residents are against the 
crossing’s closure, fearing 
it would “split the town in 
half”. 

A petition against the 
plans, started by residents 
on November 24 as a re¬ 
sponse to Network Rail’s let¬ 
ter, has attracted more than 
200 signatures. 


The letter said Network 
Rail plans to have a “robust 
dialogue” with the public 
over the crossing’s possible 
closure, before it makes a fi¬ 
nal decision next spring. 

A final decision on the 
crossing would be up to the 
Secretary of State. 

Terry Cummins, 80, of 
New Cheveley Road, worked 
on the Weatherby crossing 
when he was 25 years old as 
a crossing keeper. 

He told the News: “We had 
eight tracks here before, and 
now they’re moaning with 
one. It’s ridiculous, because 
they’re cutting the town. An¬ 
yone who wants to get into 
the town from here will have 
to walk two miles.” 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said: “I 
don’t even think Network 
Rail knows what happens 
with certain people. Espe¬ 
cially people that are disa¬ 
bled. If they shut it, you’d be 
dividing the community.”

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PCSO is still up 
for debate 

I UNDERSTAND Laurie Offord's 
reservations (Letters, December 14) 
regarding the possibility of the town 
council employing a PCSO. 

This situation has arisen as the 
police seem not to have the money, 
resources or manpower to police 
Newmarket as we might wish. 

The disbursement of the police 
element of council taxes is essentially 
under the direction of the Police 
Commissioner, Tim Passmore, who 
has briefed (and been questioned by) 
the county and some (if not most/all) 
of the district and parish councils. 

Whether Newmarket employs a 
PCSO is still a matter for debate AND 
subject to the council budget, which 
will decide the level of precept by 
next April. 

Excepting the police element, 
council taxes are not specifically 
referable to any services or facilities 
so it is impossible to say whether 
any change in precept is due to the 
inclusion or omission of any items. 

Newmarket Town Council (NTC) 
have accepted the principle of 
employing a PCSO, subject to budget. 
Residents - indeed, anyone - can 
attend and speak on this (and any 
other items) when the matter is 
debated further.

New homes are 
end of wildlife 

REGARDING the development of 
land adjacent to Sefton/Leader's Way 
in Newmarket, I have been walking 
this field (courtesy of the Jockey 
Club) for 25 years and find it most 
upsetting that the land has been 
earmarked for new homes at the 
expense of the natural habitat. 

The mature hedgerow supports a 
wide variety of wildlife, including a 
huge number of birds - green and 
spotted woodpeckers, long-tailed tits 
and long-eared owls along with the 
more common species. There is also 
a breeding pair of sparrow hawks. 

I frequently see Muntjac deer, 
which breed there, as do hedgehogs 
and I have encountered Roe deer 
and fox, all of which will disappear if 
the development goes ahead.

Chip shop closes 
after 10 months 


A FISH and chip shop in 
Newmarket, which opened 
in February, has closed. 

Harry Ramsden’s opened 
its doors on Market Street on 
February 8, but was forced 
to close this month. 

The chain claimed that 
the outlet was “no longer vi¬ 
able”. 

Tom Crowley, CEO of 
Boparan Restaurant Group, 
told the News: “As a busi¬ 
ness, we regularly review our 
formats, locations and sites 
and it has been decided that 
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this outlet is no longer viable 
for Harry Ramsden’s as the 
brand evolves. However, we 
wish the new operators well. 

“Moving forward, we con¬ 
tinue to focus on identify¬ 
ing more suitable locations 
throughout the UK and 
overseas for Harry Rams¬ 
den’s.” 

The chain, which opened 
at the former site of the Cen¬ 


tral Fish Bar, offered takea¬ 
ways and sit-in dining for up 
to 50 people. 

The business also offered 
up to 15 full and part-time 
jobs in the town. 

Town councillors ap¬ 
proved a drink licence ap¬ 
plication from Harry Rams¬ 
den’s in October last year. 

The restaurant chain itself 
started in 1928, and offers 
fish and chips, and assorted 
themed dishes. 

It has 45 owned outlets in 
the UK and Ireland.

Mum joins forest 
search for Corrie

THE mother of missing airman 
Corrie McKeague has “crossed 
off” part of a Suffolk forest from a 
list of search locations. 

This comes after 60 volunteers 
took part in a search for the air¬ 
man at King’s Forest, near Barton 
Mills, last Saturday. 

Members of the Suffolk Low¬ 
land Search and Rescue (SUL- 
SAR) co-ordinated the search. 

On the Find Corrie Facebook 
page, Nicola Urquhart, Cor- 
rie’s mum, said: “Thank you so 
much to every single person that 
helped today. 

“With the search with the 
amazing food, cakes and drinks 
to 4X4 response for moving us 
all around and to SULSAR and 
Norfolk and Cambridge search 
teams.” 

She added that she was “eter¬ 
nally grateful” to everyone who 
took part in the search. 

“We will continue to search 
and I will let you know of the next 
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date shortly,” she said. 

Teams were reportedly search¬ 
ing for evidence to back up a the¬ 
ory that 23-year-old Corrie had 
been hit by a car while walking 
back to RAF Honington. 

Corrie has been missing since 
3.25am on September 24 after a 
night out in Bury St Edmunds. 
His phone was traced to Barton 
Mills but has not been found. 

Andy King, chairman of SUL¬ 
SAR, said: “I am pleased to report 
that from our team’s point of view 
and feedback, this search was 
very successful and the areas cov¬ 
ered will not require re-searching 
by the team. 

“The team were humbled by 
the strength and determination 
of Nicola and the family for tak¬ 
ing part in the search and keep¬ 
ing up with some of the most 


hardened team members, you 
are all so inspiring.” 

Meanwhile, Corrie’s grandpar¬ 
ents, Mary and Oliver McKeague, 
have praised the police for their 
efforts to find their grandson. 

“You don’t realise how much 
time and effort the police put in 
and how much they give of them¬ 
selves personally and profession¬ 
ally until something like this hap¬ 
pens,” said Mary. 

Tony Wringe, Corrie’s uncle, 
has said he is “very angry” over a 
bogus website set up in his neph¬ 
ew’s name. 

The uncle said website cor- 
riemckeague.com had a link to a 
PayPal account that was not as¬ 
sociated to the family’s efforts. 

The website was set up on De¬ 
cember 12, but after being spot¬ 
ted is no longer accessible. 

A Suffolk police spokesperson 
said: “Anyone browsing the web 
needs to be aware that sites may 
not be legitimate.”

Also, if you are 
concerned about the 
wellbeing of others, from 
friends to family members, 
you can seek advice about 
how you can help." 

Sue Gray, head of 
operations at Suffolk Mind, 
said: "We all have mental 
health and we're all on a 
continuum or spectrum, 
with ill health at one end 
and mental wellbeing at 
the other. This means we 
experience good days 
and bad. It's important to 
recognise this as it helps us to 
empathise with others and to 
understand how we can take 
steps to be more resilient in 
the face of life's stresses. 

"There's no doubt this can 
be a difficult time of year for 
some, but help is available.

Paving way for 
racing legends 
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RACING legends were re¬ 
membered with commemo¬ 
rative paving slabs along 
Newmarket High Street last 
week. 

The slabs were made as 
part of the ‘Legends of the 
Turf’ project - which is the 
town’s horseracing equiva¬ 
lent of the Hollywood Walk 
of Fame - voted for by locals. 

People voted for legends 
such as trainer Mathew Daw¬ 
son, champion jockey Doug 
Smith, and King Charles II, 
who reintroduced racing to 
the town in 1666. 

The slabs were unveiled by 
pupils from schools in New¬ 
market. 

Pupils were also joined by 
friends and relatives who 
have a connection to the leg¬ 
ends. 

Cllr John Berry, chairman 
of the Legends of the Turf 


committee, said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted. It was nice that all 
seven legends had a good, 
proper representative. 

“Having the school chil¬ 
dren is wonderful. It’s a pro¬ 
ject we want to be all encom¬ 
passing for local society.” 

The project, which started 
in 2014, put forward nomi¬ 
nees who have made a con¬ 
tribution towards the town’s 
racing heritage. 

The three categories were 
horses, jockeys and other 
racing personalities. 

The event started at the 
Jockey Club, where repre¬ 
sentatives of the turf legends 
were present. 

These included renowned 
Newmarket trainer Sir Mark 
Prescott, author Peter Cor¬ 
bett, Dave Goodwin, who 
worked for trainer Sir Henry 
Cecil, and John Westwood, 
brother of former jockey and 
National Horseracing Mu¬ 
seum guide, Alfie Westwood. 


Representatives from All 
Saints, Ditton Lodge Pri¬ 
mary, Fairstead House and 
Newmarket Academy were 
also at the event.

SATs pupils at 
top of the class 


A NEWMARKET primary 
school is celebrating after 
its Year 6 pupils beat the na¬ 
tional average of the expect¬ 
ed level in this year’s SATs by 
almost 30 per cent. 

Ditton Lodge Primary 
School saw 82 per cent of its 
pupils reach the expected 
standard in reading, writing 
and maths. Seven per cent 
reached a high standard in 
reading and maths and were 
working at greater depth in 
writing. 

This year, results are no 
longer reported as levels: 
each pupil receives their test 
results as a scaled score and 
the standards in an interim 
framework. 

In the UK this year, 53 per 
cent of pupils reached the 
new expected standard, and 
5 per cent reached a high 
standard. 

Due to changes in the cur¬ 
riculum, figures for 2016 are 
not comparable to those for 
earlier years. However, ac¬ 
cording to the Government, 
the expectations for pupils 
at the end of Key Stage 2 
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have been raised. 

The expected standard 
(ES) in the tests is a scaled 
score of 100 or above. 

The threshold for a high 
score (HS) in 2016 is at 110.

O PENING with the familiar, 
luminous blue legend - "A 
long time ago in a galaxy far, 
far away...” - but not the 
scene-setting title crawl 
reserved for official episodes of the 
Star Wars saga, Rogue One is a 
rollicking, action-packed romp that 
dovetails neatly into George Lucas's 
sprawling, otherworldly opus. 

The visionary film-maker came close 
to self-exterminating his elegant 
handiwork with the abomination of 
Star Wars: Episode I - The Phantom 
Menace. 

Thankfully Rogue One, under the 
assured captaincy of director Gareth 
Edwards - which unfolds shortly before 
Episode IV: A New Hope - learns from 
mistakes of the past and isn't a mindless 
slave to technological wizardry. 

Certainly, there are dazzling visual 
effects and breathtaking battle sequences, 
including cute nods to previous films in 
the series that will have fan boys and girls 
whooping with unrestrained glee. 

Scriptwriters Chris Weitz and Tony 
Gilroy preach to the converted with 
lovingly recycled lines of dialogue - "I've 
got a bad feeling about this..." - and even 
repurposed old footage. 

However, a disappointingly linear plot 
occasionally clunks and grinds like an 
AT-AT combat walker with a rusty knee 
joint, and characters' heartfelt diatribes 
about the corruptibility of morals in the 
white hot crucible of war only land 
glancing blows. 

The Galactic Empire begins 
construction of a new superweapon under 
the command of research director Orson 
Krennic (Ben Mendelsohn). 

If this behemoth, powered by the same 
Khyber crystals as lightsabers, becomes 
fully operational, the Imperial 
Military will crush all resistance, 

From the Rebel Alliance 
headquarters on Yavin 4, Mon 
Mothma (Genevieve O'Reilly) 
and other council members 
hastily prepare a response. 

They despatch Captain 
Cassian Andor (Diego Luna) 
and a reprogrammed enforcer * 

droid, K-2SO (Alan Tudyk), to 
rescue lyn Erso (Felicity lones) I $ 
from an Imperial labour camp 
on Wobani, knowing she can lead them to 
her estranged father, Galen (Mads 
Mikkelsen), one of the architects of the 
Death Star. 

Together, lyn and Cassian must steal the 
design schematics to the superweapon 
from a heavily fortified complex on Scarif, 
aided by blind assassin Chirrut Imwe 
(Donnie Yen), his gun-toting protector 
Baze Malbus (Rang Wen) and Imperial 
pilot defector Bodhi Rook (Riz Ahmed). 
Meanwhile, Orson prepares a test of his 




"planet killer" to impress the Emperor and 
Darth Vader (voiced by lames Earl lones). 

Rogue One: A Star Wars Story is a 
bombastic and frequently bruising film 
that lays bare the harsh realities of conflict 
for the emotionally scarred warriors on 
the ground. 

lones is a plucky heroine, issuing the 
film's central battle cry built on the 
unswerving belief that "rebellions are built 
on hope” and Luna is a solid foil. 


ROGUE ONE:

Tudyk provides the droll comic relief as 
the robotic sidekick, who is hard-wired to 
say whatever "comes into his circuits” 
Director Edwards conjures some 
magnificent action sequences that look 
spectacular in 3D, and Michael 
Giacchino's score nods affectionately to 
the stirring themes of lohn Williams from 
many moons ago. 

Unlike Lucas' prequels, this is a step 
back in time that signals a bright future.

touching hearts, changing lives 
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who told her: "For a lady of your 
advancing years, Esther, you're 
tremendous company” 

"God knows he probably didn't 
mean to offend me, and I'm glad he 
thought I was splendid company, 
but sad my age was such an 
important factor. Basically, he saw 
me as a little old lady, which is 
definitely not how I see myself” 

Her aim is to challenge herself 
and "continually learn - because I 
still have a helluva lot to learn 
and hope never to reach 
the end of enjoying 
new things and 
adventures” 

She says: "I'd never 
retire, although 
eventually I'd like to 
cut down a bit to give 
me more time with the 
family.” 

But slowing down 
won't happen until she's 
helped ensure older 
people are given their 
proper status in society, 

"as a fantastic treasure trove filled 
with valuable memories and life 
experience,” says Esther, who is 
backing a campaign by TalkTalk to 
alert the elderly to scam phone calls. 

"Too many feel they're past their 
sell-by-date, that nobody wants to 
know them, talk to them or value 
their opinions, and are particularly 
vulnerable to conmen who target 
them and charm them into giving 
away personal financial details. 

"We've devised three simple steps 
to keep them safe: don't give any 
details and hang up. Make a cup of 


tea to give yourself time to consider 
if the call was genuine and allow the 
line to clear. Then ring an official 
customer enquiries number found 
on a credit card, bill or invoice so 
you can find out whether the call 
was genuine.” 

Her other focus is her family, of 
course. 

"My three children and I have 
created lovely new traditions to 
mark the holiday because trying to 
do the same things we did when 
Desi was alive was too upsetting. 

"My three little grandsons give me 
enormous pleasure and I want to 
live long enough to watch them 
grow up. Luckily, my mother lived to 
94, so hopefully longevity is in the 
genes,” she says. 

Down-to-earth as ever, she 
states: "I don't worry about 
my health - my view is, if I 
wake up in the morning 
and nothing new has 
fallen off, I must be fine. 
Neither am I frightened 
of death, however, I am 
frightened of dying. What 
I'd hate is for my children's 
memories to be destroyed by 
my dying painfully or 
lingeringly so that's the last 
thing they remember about 
me. I test my memory 
regularly and sometimes if I can't 
sleep, I challenge myself with a 
game of Scrabble. 

"At the end of the day,” Esther 
concludes, "all you can do is take 
each day as it comes and make the 
best of it, and that's why I try to do.”

Christmas 


When you've 
lost a partner, 
the happy 
times like 


Dame Esther Rantzen, TV legend, journalist 
and campaigner tells GABRIELLE FAGAN 
how losing her husband changed her life 


D AME Esther Rantzen is 
animatedly describing 
her plans for a family 
Christmas, but behind the 
jollity, it's not hard to detect 
her sadness that there'll be an empty 
chair at the festive table. 

"People assume it's the tough 
times in life which are hard to cope 
with when you've lost a partner, but 
for me, the happy times like 
Christmas are the hardest because 
you so want to share them with the 
person you've lost. It's that empty 
chair that's hard to bear," admits the 
That's Life! star, who was devastated 
when her husband of 23 years, TV 
producer Desmond 'Desi' Wilcox, 
died of a heart attack in 2000. 

Today, she demonstrates her 
determination to avoid self-pity, by 
adding brightly: "I have so many 
comforting, lovely memories. Desi 
and I loved Christmas and our fancy 
dress party every Christmas Eve was 
a tradition. I can still recall him, 
dressed as one of Santa's elves, 
hoovering in the early hours after 
the guests had gone. That image 
always makes me smile.” 

The formidable 76-year-old TV 
legend, who defines her life strategy 
as "having fun, things to look 
forward to and incorporating as 
much laughter into my days as 
possible',' has not allowed her loss to 
limit her. 

Instead, she's used it as a force for 
good and in 2013, 27 years after she 
set up Childline, she launched The 
Silver Line, a helpline for older 
people, as a result of the huge 
response she received after 


revealing her own crushing 
loneliness as a widow. 

"Do I still feel lonely? Absolutely. 
I'm busy during the day working, 
but at night, coming home to an 
empty flat with no one there to have 
a cup of tea with is hard. I have 
plenty of people to do something 
with, but no one to do nothing with,” 
she declares matter-of-factly. 

“It's been 16 years now since I lost 
Desi and the truth is, it's still as 
painful. Someone once told me 
there would come a time when I 
wouldn't think about him every day.

DOCTOR'S NOTE 


MORE than two thirds (68%) of 
young people say they'd like to 
learn more in school about how to 
manage their health. 

Nearly one in three (29%) don't 
think their education at school or 
college has helped them in this 
sense, with almost one in five 
reporting to have had no teaching 
at school on mental health.

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Beware the modifications 
that can devalue your car

I F you own a car, there's a 
chance you've considered 
making some changes 
to it. A new set of wheels 
perhaps, or even tinted 
windows. Making cosmetic 
and mechanical changes to 
your pride and joy can be 
tempting, but the reality is 
that should these be done 
improperly they can cause 
more headaches than smiles. 

We're going to look at some 
popular car modifications 
that can negatively affect your 
driving experience... 

It can void your insurance 

This is a big one. Even 
something as mundane as a 
small rear spoiler can cause 
your insurance to be invalid - 
if you don't notify the insurer 
of the change. Larger alloy 
wheels, darker windows and 
even a small bodykit could 
put you in a whole heap of 



trouble. Notifying your insurer 
will mean they're aware of 
the change, but be prepared 
for your premium to increase. 
These changes can make the 
car more attractive to would- 
be thieves, making it more of 
a risk to cover. 

Changes can affect resale 
values 

Yes, although the fact you're 
modifying your car probably 
means you're not planning on 
selling it right now, you may 


want to in the future. Even if 
the changes you're planning 
on making look good to you, 
there's a chance a new buyer 
won't take to them as fondly 
when you come to sell the 
car. Some modifications, 
such as window tinting, can 
easily be reversed should you 
need to put the car up for 
sale. However, larger changes 
such as lowering the car or 
respraying it are harder to 
undo and really could be the 
difference between a sale and 


a prospective buyer walking 
away. Of course, if you've 
got receipts and proof that 
the work has been done by 
a reputable mechanic, then 
most people won't have an 
issue with small mods. Just 
ensure they're aware that 
they've taken place before 
they drive away. 

Modifications may ruin 
the way your car drives 

Unless done properly, 
mechanical changes to your 
car can quickly turn it into a 
nightmare of a car to drive. 
Lowering in particular can 
ruin a car's ride, and make it 
nearly unbearable if not fitted 
correctly. However, this isn't to 
say mechanical modifications 
can't improve the way a car 
drives, they just need to be 
done right first time. 

They can affect the 
longevity of the car 

Manufacturers spend millions 
of pounds on each new car, 


ensuring each part of it works 
- and remains working - at 
the very highest standard. 
Though consumables, such 
as tyres and brakes, need to 
be replaced, larger parts don't 
need changing as often. When 
replaced with non-genuine 
parts, it can often cause stress 
in other areas of the car. As 
a result, components wear 
out faster than they might 
have otherwise done so. If 
you're trying to maintain 
your cars reliability, then large 
mechanical changes may not 
be your best option. 

Car modifications can 
certainly add a certain extra 
to the look of your car.

ASTON Martin will build a special 
series of 25 'continuation' DB4 
GT lightweights at its Newport 
Pagnell Works department. 

Built according to the original 
blueprints, the 25 vehicles will be 
powered by a 3.7-litre straight- 
six engine that sends its 340bhp 
output to the rear wheels via a 
four-speed manual gearbox.

cross and make it 12-0. 

With five minutes of the 
first half remaining both sides 
had a man sent to the sin bin 
but it would be Wisbech who 
capitalised, scoring a try on the 
stroke of half time to reduce 
Newmarket's lead to seven. 

A Reeves penalty a few minutes 
into the second half made it 15-5. 

Newmarket's Max Bell, having 
only been on the pitch for 10 
minutes, was the fourth man of 
the day to see yellow yet they 
still managed to extend their lead 
through a Reeves penalty. 

The increasingly poor visibility 
flared the temper of players on both 
sides before a Wisbech try settled 
the teams down and made it 18-15. 

Newmarket held firm despite 
a late Wisbech onslaught, with 
Reeves adding another penalty 
five minutes from the end.
